WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP)— 
President Truman asked Congress 
- today to vote a new foreign aid 
program costing $8,500,000,000 to 
help thwart “Communist dreams 
of world conquest.” 

Of the total, $6,250,000,000 will 
.go to strengthen the defenses of 
this country’s friends around. the 
world, Truman told Congress. 

He said the money is needed 
as part of a plan to build up with- 
in Russia “internal pressures” 


which will. cause Soviet leaders 
~ abandon their policy of aggres- 
sion. 

“It is too early to predict how 
or when this policy will change,” 
he said in a special messagé sent 
to Capitol Hill. “But this program 
of mutual security will help to 
bring about such a change. 

“It is certain that the united 
vigor and co-operative action of 
_ the free world can produce such 
results if we act in time. 

“No system based on slavery 
and terror can long withstand the 
tremendous human energies that 
are released by the advance of 
freedom. ’ 


Stresses Military Defenses. 

Truman said that for the time 
being emphasis must be placed on 
building up the free world’s de- 
fenses.to “put a stop to the Krem- 
lin’s hope of easy conquest.” But 
economic aid is needed, too, he 
added, because “growing prosper- 
ity in the countries will frus- 
trate Soviet political warfare.” 

The mioney the President re- 
ested would go to speed ship- 

ts of American weapons and 
economic aid to nearly 50 friendly 
countries. It covers the fiscal 
year beginning July 1. 

A record sum 890,000,000 
would be earmarked for. western 
European nations, which the 
President called “the most tempt- 
ing prize for Soviet ambitions and 
our strongest allies in the world 

. struggle for freedom.” — 

The remaining $1,614,000,000 
would be spread among friendly 
governments in the Far East, 
south and southeast Asia, the 
Near and Middle East and , Latin 
America. 

$930,000,000 Outlay for Asia.

NEWPORT, R. I., May 24 (UP)— 
A Navy motor launch capsized 
in Newport harbor during a storm 
today, tossing about 100 sailors 
into choppy seas. The Navy said 
at least two drowned. Twenty- 
four of those rescued were hos- 
pitalized, four of them seriously 
hurt. ° 

Newport police said they had 
received an unofficial report that 
five men were lost, but the Navy 
said it could not confirm that 
figure. Names of the two known 
dead were withheld pending no- 
tification of kin. : oo 

The Navy said ‘it would not be 
possible to determine ‘how many 
were aboard the capsized 50-foot 
craft until musters had been com- 
pleted on the United States de- 
stroyers power, Glennon, Bailey, 
Perry and the destroyer tender 
Yellowstone. . 

A naval court of inquiry was 
convened to investigate the acci-, 
dent, which occurred about three- 
quarters of a mile off the New- 
port Naval War College in seas 
churned by 30- to 40-mile winds. 


NAVAL RESERVISTS 
FOUND FASHIONING 
FANCY NAPKIN RINGS 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP) 
— Representative Ayres (Rep.), 
Ohio, said today three naval re- 
servists spent eight days fashion- 
ing “highly polished, deeply en- 
graved” napkin rings for officers 


of the landing ship on which they 
are stationed. 

Ayres, in a statement for the 
Congressional Record, cited this 
as an example of the use to 
which inactive reservists have 
been put after being called up 
from civilian life. 

He said he visited the landing 
ship, tied up here last Saturday, 
and found the vessel “manned by 
260 disgusted sailors.” He said 
many of them were skilled me- 
chanics who could be producing 
war materials in civilian plants. 

“Monel metal.is a _ precious 
item,” Ayres said. “However, 
these three men spent eight days 
at their lathes cutting down three- 
inch monel bar stock and honing 
it out to make 48 highly polished, 
deeply engraved napkin rings for 
the officers in command.”

TEHRAN, May 24 (UP)—lIran 
issued an ultimatum to the Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Co. today and warned 
Britain that a single shot fired 
in the Persian Gulf area would 


set off World War III within 24 
hours. 

The ultimatum demanded that 
the company recognize nationali- 


zation of the British-controlled 


Iranian oil fields within one week 
or be completely excluded from 


their operation in the future. 


The warning against force was 
issued by Deputy Hossein Makki, 
secretary of the 1ll-man Iranian 
parliamentary commission charged 
with implementing the oil na- 


tionalization law. 


“Iran won't sit back in the 


face of a British show of force 


but will hit back,” he said in an 
interview. “If a single shot es- 


capes the barrel of any gun in the 


Persian gulf area there will be

Britain has alerted a _ crack 
paratroop brigade for service in 
the Middle East.

Every one of these programs has 
proved its worth. 

In preparing the present rec- 
ommendations, each of these sep- 
arate programs has been revised 
in the light of the emergency sit- 
uation that exists in the world 
and the extraordinary demands 
that are being placed on our na- 
tion. The amounts, the geograph- 
ical areas, and the purposes of 
the aid have all been chosen in 
order to bring about the greatest 
possible increase in the security 
of the United States and, the 
whole free world. . ' 

Under this program, the United 
States will send tanks, guns and 
planes to a number of free coun- 
tries, in Europe and other parts 
of the world, which are building 
up armed forces against the 
threat of Communist attack. We 
will also send economic help to 
a number of countries—economic 
help ranging from machinery and 
materials with which .to make 
weapons, to seeds, medicine and 
technical assistance with which 
to conquer Communism’s allies 
of starvation and sickness. 

Threat Is World-Wide. 

This program was designed 
with three major characteristics 
of the Soviet threat in mind: 

First, the Soviet threat is 
world-wide. In Europe, in Asia, 
in our own hemisphere, the 
strategy of the Kremlin con- 
centrates on trying to pick off 
the free countries one by one, 
so that their resources and peo- 
ple can be organized against 
the rest of the free world. That 
is why the mutual security pro- 
gram includes essential help to 
free countries all around the 
world which are exposed to the 
danger of internal or external 
Communist pressures,

Major im- 
provement in these conditions is 
necessarily a long-term process, 
in which the countries’ own ef- 
forts, private investment, and 
public developmental loans should 
play the largest part. Carefully 
selected projects of technical as- 
sistance and initial development | 
on a grant basis, however, can 
speed up this process and pro- 
vide tangible benefits even in the 
short run.

The North Atlantic treaty re- 
flects the basic fact of interna- 
tional life that the freedom of 
Western Europe and the freedom 


Allied Strength in Europe. 

Under that treaty, defense 
plans have been developed by the 
military leaders of the North At- 
lantic Treaty countries. Under 
Gen. Eisenhower’s central com- 
mand, a unified army, navy, and 
air force is being organized for 
the defense of Western Europe, 
com of national forces as- 
signed by individual nations. 
The key element in the defense 
of free Europe is the ability to 
hold on the ground. Western Eu- 
rope lacks the insulation of wide 
oceans. Major preparations must 
therefore be made to hold its 
jands—by well-armed manpower 
on the ground, by the great strik- 
ing force of airpower, and by a 
seapower which commands its 
surrounding waters and impor- 
tant lines of communication. 
The European countries them- 
selves are providing the great 
majority of the forces needed. 
The United States also has Army, 
Navy, and Air Force units in Eu- 
rope, which add to the power of 
the combined defense forces, and 
more units will moye there, both 
from this country and from Can- 
ada. 
Our European partners in the 
North Atlantic treaty now have 
over two million men under arms, 
plus large numbers of trained re- 
serves. The bulk of Western Eu- 
rope’s armed forces are pledged 
to Gen. Eisenhower’s command. 
Moreover, some of these coun- 
tries—notably France and Britain 
—have sizable forces fighting in 
Malaya, Indochina, and Korea, 
and have other important over- 
seas defense commitments. The 
combat power of Western Euro- 
pean forces is rising steadily as 
equipment becomes available and 
periods of military service are 
lengthened. 

Severe Drain. 

Rearmament will cause a _ se- 
vere drain on the Western Euro- 
pean countries. Through their 
own efforts, national and collec- 
tive, and with the vital assistance 
of the Marshall plan, Western 
Europe has made a remarkable 
record of economic recovery since 
1947. Production and trade have 
been restored and financial con- 
ditions have been greatly im- 
proved. In the free countries of 
urope, communism has been 
checked and thrown back. The 
original goals of the Marshall 
plan have been largely achieved. 
But the Western European 
countries are by no means yet 
free from the after effects of the 
most destructive war in: history. 
They are living on a very nar- 
row economic margin. Whereas 
our standard of living is nearly 
50 per cent higher than it was 
before World War II, theirs has 
only recently reached their pre- 
war levels, which were much 
lower than ours. 
The European countries cannot 
move rapidly into sufficient large- 
scale military production to pro- 
vide all the equipment required 
for the essential expansion of 
their forces. Over the next few 
years, they do expect to increase 
their production of military equip- 
ment. In the coming fiscal year, 
it will be more than double the 
pre-Korean rate. But the most 
they can do will not be enough to 
equip their armed forces on the 
time schedule necessary for the 
common defense. 


The United States, with its 
huge and flexible industrial ca- 
pacity and greater margin for di- 
verting resources to military pro- 
duction, can and should continue 
to supply military equipment to 
our allies in Western Europe. In 
this way, many divisions, air 
squadrons, and naval vessels can 
be brought to active duty in the 
next year or two which otherwise 
could not be. 


In the immediately coming 
years, the crucial need is to pro- 
duce the initial equipment for a 
very rapid build-up of forces. The 
expanding European productive 
capacity will contribute incréas- 
ingly to this build-up, With this 
capacity, Europe should be able 
to meet the smaller: continuing 
maintenance and replacement re- 
quirements without . substantial 
outside aid.

MIDDLE EAST. 
The countries of the Middle 
East are, for the most part, less 
developed industrially than. those 
of Europe. They are, neverthe- 
less, of great importance to the 
security of the entire free world. 
/This region is a vital link of land, 
sea, and air communications be- 
tween Europe, Asia, and Africa. 
In the free nations of the Middle 
East, lie half of the oil reserves 
of the world. 

No part of the world is more 
directly exposed to Soviet pres- 
sure. The Kremlin has lost no 
opportunity to stir these trou- 
bled waters, as the postwar 
record amply demonstrates. 
Civil war in Greece; pressure 
for Turkish concessions on the 
Dardanelles; sponsorship of the 
rebellious Tudeh party in Iran; 
furthering of factional strife in 
the Arab states and Israel—all 
reflect a concerted design for 
‘the extension of Soviet domina- 
tion to this vital area. 

There is no simple formula for 
increasing stability and security 
in the Middle East. With the help 
of American military and econom- 
ic assistance, Soviet pressure has 
already been firmly resisted in 
Turkey and the Soviet-inspired 
guerrilla war has been decisively 
defeated in Greece. But the pres- 
sure against the Middle East is 
unremitting. It can be overcome 
only by a continued build-up of 
armed defenses and the fostering 
of economic development. Only 
through such measures can these 
peoples advance toward stability 
and improved living conditions, 
and be assured that their aims 
can best be achieved through 
strengthening their associations in 
the free world. 

To these ends, I am recom- 
mending $415,000,000 in military 
aid, for Greece, Turkey, and Iran; 
a portion of this aid will be avail- 
able for other Middle Eastern na- 
tions if necessary. I am also 
recommending $125,000,000 in 
economic aid for Middle Eastern 
countries, exclusive of Greece and 
Turkey for whom economic aid is 
provided as part of the program 
for Europe. This amount also 
includes programs of technical as- 
sistance to Libya, Liberia, and 
Ethiopia, three independent states 
of Africa whose economic prob- 
lems are similar to those of the 
Middle Eastern countries. 

Problems in Iran. 


Continuing military aid for 


‘Greece and Turkey will make pos- 


sible the further strengthening 
of these countries’ large and well- 
trained armed forces, which have 
already displayed their valiant 
resolution in the fight for free- 
dom in Korea. 

In Iran, continuing military 
ald is required to help build in- 
ternal security and defense, to- 
gether with economic aid to 
help sustain the Iranian econo- 
my and give’ impetus to the 
mtich-needed longer-term proc- 
ess. of economic development 
for the benefit of the Iranian 
people. 


In the Arab states and Israel, 
the fundamental requirement is a 
regional approach to the basic 
problems of economic develop- 
ment. This is urgently needed to 
reduce existing tensions, especial- 
ly through the orderly settlement 
of homeless refugees. The pro- 
gram for the Arab states will ex- 
pand .needed food production 
through the development of land 
and water resources, The pro- 
gram for Israel will help that 
country to maintain her economy 
during an especially trying period 
of her national development. At 
the same time, the program of as- 
sistance to the Arab refugees 
from Palestine, which will neces- 
sarily extend beyond the coming 
fiscal year, has the three-fold pur- 
pose of assisting the settlement of 
refugees, of strengthening those 
states wherein they settle, and as- 
sisting both Israel and the Arab 
states by removing this threat to 
the peace of the area. 

The program I am now pro- 
posing is a balanced program for 
strengthening the security of the 
Middle East. It will make a solid 
contribution to our hopes for 
peace. 

ASIA AND THE PACIFIC. 

In Asia, in a vast arc stretching 
from Afghanistan to Korea, free 
countries are struggling to. meet 
Communist aggression in all its 
many forms. Some of these coun- 
tries are battling the Communist 
armies of Soviet satellites; some 
are engaged in bitter civil strife 
against Communist-led guerrillas; 
all of them face the immediate 
danger of Communist subversion. 

Soviet intentions with regard 
to these countries are .unmistak- 
ably clear. Using the weapons 
of subversion, false propaganda 
and civil war, the Kremlin has 
already reduced China to the 
status of a satellite. The Soviet 
rulers have turned their satellite 
armies loose’ on the Republic of 
Korea. Communist rebellion is 
raging in Indochina. In Burma, 
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the power 

ideals of our own American 
revolution; they mark the 
sweeping advance across the 
world of the concepts of free- 
dom and brotherhood. To lose 
these countries to the rulers of 
the Kremlin would be more 
than a blow to our military 
security and our economic life. 
It would be a terrible defeat 
for the ideals of freedom—with 


All these considerations make 
it essential for the United States 
to help the free countries of Asia 
in their struggle to make good 
their independence and bring 
economic and social progress to 
their people. Where the govern- 
ments of these countries are striv- 
ing to estaglish free and stable 
political institutions, to build up 
their military defenses, and to 
raise the standard of living above 
the level of bare subsistence, we 
can and should give them assist- 
ance. We cannot replace their 
own strong efforts, but we can 
supplement them. 

This mutual security program 
is intended to do that. On the 
military side, it will supply cer- 
tain of the Asian countries with 
items of military equipment and 
the training they need for their 
defense forces. On the economic 
side, it will provide a number of 
the Asian countries with the most 
urgently needed commodities, ma- 
chinery and tools, and with tech- 
nical advice in such fields as 
agriculture, industry, health and 
governmental administration. 

The assistance I am recom- 
mending for Asia countries, $555,- 
000,000 in military aid and $375,- 
000,000 in economic aid, is so 
planned as to meet the most 
pressing needs in the various 
countries, and is intended to pro- 
vide the crucial margin of re- 
sources which will enable them 
to move forward. 


Military Aid te Chiang. 


Military assistance under this 
program will go to the Chinese 
armies on Formosa, to help keep 
that island out of the hands of 
Communist China. It will go to 
Indochina, where over 100,000 
French troops are fighting sftie- 
by-side with the forces of Viet 
Nam, Laos and Cambodia against 
Communist-led forces. It will go 
to the Philippines and to Thai- 
land, to help build forces strong 
enough to insure internal secur- 
ity and discourage outside attack. 
Some of these military assistance 
funds will also be available for 
allocation to other countries in 
the area if a critical need arises. 

The military aid under this pro- 
gram will supplement other mili- 
tary efforts against Communism 
in Asia. The countries we will be 
aiding, and a number of others, 
are supporting military forces 
with their own funds. France is 
supplying the largest part of the 
military supplies needed in Indo- 
china, and Britain is supplying 
her forces which are fighting 
guerrillas in the Malay states. 
The substantial military aid we 
are giving to the forces of the Re- 
public of Korea is included in the 
budget for our military services. 

The siruggle for security and 
peace in Asia is far more than a 
military matter. In many of the 
Asian countries, including all the 
countries which need military aid, 
economic assistance is also re- 
quired. 

These countries urgently need 
help in their efforts to over- 
come the desperate conditions 
of poverty, illiteracy and dis- 
ease which are the heart of the 
Asian problem. It is a terrible 
fact that poverty is increasing 
rather than diminishing in 
much of Asia. Millions of peo- 
ple exist at bare subsistence 
levels.

of the Interior William E, Warne, 


His description ‘of power. needs 
and shortages’ was national in 
scope, but made to apply specifi- 
cally to these two great valleys, 
which together cover a quarter of 
the nation. 


Warne’s statement was an ob- 
vious plea for support for the 
huge federal program of hydro- 
electric developmen eS Pe in 
both the Missouri Columbia 
ear ia He discussed presiden- 
fiscal Year year 

ta, esting . especially some in 
the > Pacific Northwest,° which is 
probably the greatest remaining 
potential sources of hydro-electric 
power, 

Then he hit at the steady fight 
against public power by the pri- 
vate electric industry, saying: 

“In the face of the proven 

_ walue of the federal power pro- 

' gram, attacks have been made 
on it every step of the way by 
private power corporations. 
While their profits have risen, 
they have expended hundreds 
of thousands of dollars col- 
lected from their customers in 
a campaign to hamper and re- 
strict the Federal Government’s 
program of low-cost power. 
Even now they are urging crip- 
pling amendments to the fed- 
eral power appropriation bills. 

“Make no mistake about it: 

a crippling of the federal power 

program in the Columbia and 

Missouri basins will cripple the 
' general resource program in 

both regions.” 

Warne’s duties includé general 
supervision of the Interior De- 
partment’s power system. The de-

More Federal Power Needed. 


Yet, Warne said, ther. is great 
need for much more federal pow- 
er. Plants now under construction 
by the Bureau of Reclamation, an 
Interior agency, and by the 
Army’s Corps of Engineers would 
increase Interior’s marketing pool 
to 8,400,000 kilowatts. Most of 
these plants, Warne said, are be- 
ing rushed to provide power “ur- 
gently needed in the defense pro- 
gram.” Hydro-electric power sup- 
ply is more closely related to 
national defense than anything 
else, except atomic energy devel- 
opment, Warne declared. 

“Experience during World War 
TI,” he continued, “brought fore- 
ibly home to us the magnitude of 
the: demand for electric energy 
needed to power a large-scale 
military effort. Aluminum and 
other light metals are gobbled 
up in immense quantities to make 
the machines and equipment that 
are the backbone of modern mili- 
tary might. Production of these 
metals requires electric energy 
on a scale that 20 years ago 
seemed beyond conception. The

Barely Managed in War. 
PI nation narrowly managed 
to get by during the last war 
without wholesale curtailments of 
electric consumption thanks 
largely to the timely availability 
of federal power resources built 
in the threadbare 30s.

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Keystone of Military Justice 

A new judicial system designed to dispense 
justice for members of the United States armed 
forces, instead of decisions based on caprice, 
ignorance or pure malice, has been growing 
since the end of World War Il. The new uni- 
form code for all branches, and the newly 
appointed civilian Court of Military Appeals, 
together should prove to be the keystone of that 
system. 

There can be no argument about the need 
for the uniform code, which is to become effec- 
tive May 31. For justice for a soldier and 
justice for a sailor obviously are identical, and 
the possibility of handing out different kinds of 
justice because of different judicial systems 
needs to be removed. 

Nor can there be any argument about the 
need for a civilian high court of appeals, which 
will be the final arbiter in all serious cases 
except sentences of death. The President prop- 
erly will retain ultimate voice over death 
sentences. 

In the past, reviewing authorities have been 
high-ranking military men, and too often, 
through no fault of their own, their decisions 
have been influenced more by military needs 
than the demands of justice. Too often decisions 
have been made without knowledg? of the cus- 
tomary disposition of similar cases in civilian 
courts. 

But now there will be experienced civilian 
judges whose opportunity and responsibility it 
will be to see that important military court 
decisions are fair, and that they have been 
arrived at fairly. This Court of Military Appeals 
should be the ultimate guardian of the rights 
which stem from every service man’s position as 
a free American, 
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Now for the Next Step 

The 6-to-2 vote in the Illinois Seriate’s Munict- 
palities Committee in favor of the city manager 
enabling bill should make certain the passage 
of this meritorious meagure long before adjourn- 
ment at Springfield, June 30. 

Since the bill passed the House, 90 to 19, 
there can be no doubt as to the overwhelming 
sentiment for its adoption. Gov. Stevenson has 
said he will be happy to sign the bill and thus 
open the way for many communities in Illinois 
to improve their municipal government by adop- 
tion of the professional manager system from 
which more than 1000 American cities and towns 
now benefit.

ASSAILS BOTH PARTS 


Charges ‘Cynical Irresponsi- 
bility’ in Failing to Enact 
Truman’s Program. 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP)— 
A Civil Rights Conference accused 
both: Republicans and Democrats 
yesterday of “cynical irresponsi- 
bility” in failing to get congres- 
sional action on President Tru- 
man’s civil rights program. 

The two-day conference, called 
here by the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People, demanded an end to fili- 
busters by Southern Senators to 
block civil. rights legislation. It 
also called on Congress for: 

1. “Immediate com mittee 
action on pending Fair Employ- 
ment Practices Commission leg- 
islation with a view to enact- 
ment of such a law with en- 
forcement powers during this 
session of Congress.” 

2. “Enactment of legislation 
to provide protection for mem- 
bers of the United States Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps from 
physical assault by civilians. 
This is essential for protection 
of all races as is evidenced by 
the killing of two unarmed, 
handcuffed paratroopers by the 
chief of police of Hawkinsville, 
Ga., on May 17.” 

(The Hawkinsville police chief 
has said he acted in self-defense 
when the two white soldier-pris- 

oners “jumped” him.) 

The conference asked for open 
hearings on Senate resolutions 
providing for a revision of the 
Senate rule on cloture—debate 
limitation—‘to facilitate breaking 
of filibusters.” “This reform,” it 
added in a post-conference state- 
ment to the press, “must be made 
to free the American people from 
rule by veto of a minority of one- 
third plus one of the Senate.”

Another amendment eliminates 
a provision which would have ex- 
empted automobiles sold directly 
by a private owner to a purchaser.

Cole said 
he approved the request for ma- 
terials of the four G.M. competi- 
tors as less-preferable defense 
orders. : 

However, Cole said, the papers 
approving D.O.s for the four com- 
petitors “unfortunately” were 
lost. A second set was sent on 
March 19 to Cole by the NPA 
transportation division, but those, 
too, were “lost,” Cole said. 

Other witnesses have testified 
that the four companies, to which 
NPA failed to furnish assistance, 
curtailed operations and lost out

YUGOSLAVIA ASKS ARGENTINA 
TO SURRENDER ANTE PAVELIC 


BELGRADE, May 24 (AP)—~ 
Yugoslavia has asked Argentina 
‘to surrender Ante Pavelic, who 
ruled Croatia as a puppet for Hit- 
let in World War II, for trial on 
war crimes charges. 

In a note delivered to the Ar- 
gentine legation here, Yugoslavia 
requested Argentina to stop “ac- 
tivities directed against the Yugo- 
slav state.” 

Pavelic, the note said, was sus- 
pected of being responsible for 
the assassination of King Alex- 
ander in 1934 in Marseille. The 
note charged that Argentina had 
provided sanctuary for many of 
Pavelic’s wartime terrorist Ustachi 
organization “and other war crim- 
inals.” The Ustachis have been 
accused of killing 700,000 Serbs 
and Jews in Croatia, a northern 
section of Yugoslavia.

old American favorite—hot dogs. 
No picnic basket would be com- 
plete without some deviled eggs. 
The egg market has weakened 
slightly within the last few days, 
and although eggs are not as 
cheap as might be expected at 
this time of year they are of fine 
quality. If you like to be gener- 
ous and mound the fluffy yolk 
mixture high, but sometimes run 
a little short on it, try adding a 
bit of cottage cheese. It will give 
you a/nice, light-textured filling 
as well as serving as an extender.

F fresh corn, roasted or boiled, 

is part of your picnic menu, 

keep an eye on the quality. It 
has been the least bit irregular; 
the better corn is really delicious 
but there has been a small quan- 
tity of very poor corn coming into 
St. Louis. 


Pre-packaged corn, which has 
been tried out on a minor scale 
in other years, is creating such 
a demand season that sup- 
pliers can not always fill all 
orders. No. 1 corn is shucked 
and the silk removed, then put 
in a protective cellophane package 
and rushed from Florida to St. 
Louis so quickly that it is still 
field-fresh. It is proving very 
ipopular because it is all ready 
to pop into boiling water, and 
so means a saving in time for 
the housewife, plus added con- 
venience. 

The list of homegrown vege- 
tables has been augmented with 
the arrival of cauliflower (which 
is not very attractive as yet), 
together with homegrown leaf let- 
tuce and romaine. 

Lettuce, by the way, has come 
down appreciably. There is a 
liberal supply of spinach, which 
is of excellent quality; and a 
small amount of Louisiana kohl- 
rabi is around town. 

The market has steadied on 
new potatoes so that there is now 
a plentiful supply. Speaking of 
new potatoes, here is an idea for 
a typical spring dish which we 
pass along to you. Boil carrots 
and new potatoes in their skins 
until tender. Peel, place in a 
casserole and pour on a cream 
sauce to which you have added 
bits of crisp bacon. Bake until 
bubbly, top with slices of bacon 
and serve. Add a tossed salad 
and a fruit dessert, and you have 
a satisfying luncheon or light 
supper menu. 

Although lettuce is cheaper, 
some of the other salad items 
have taken an upward swing. 
Cucumbers, for instance, are 
quite high. For a day or two 
last week there were none at all 
available. Radishes and celery 
have both advanced slightly and 
there is a great variance in the 
quality of tomatoes, with the bet- 
ters ones commanding a stiff 


price. }

_ “Tp all good conscience,” Fein- 
gold wrote Attorney General Mc- 
Grath, “I cannot sit by and wit- 
ness the continued detention of 
Mrs. Knauff on Ellis Island, while 
awaiting the final determination 
of her appeal... If Ellen Knauff 
is finally admitted to this country, 
every minute that the Department 
of Justice has caused her to be 
incarcerated will be a blot upon 
the name of our government.” 

Mrs. Knauff was re-interned on 
Ellis Island March 27, after a 
hearing at which a special board 
of inquiry concluded that her 
presence in the United States 
would be a security risk. The 
verdict was upheld Friday by 
Commissioner of Immigration Ar- 
gyle R. Mackey. She had been 
paroled in January. 

The 36-year-old German wife of 
an American Army veteran has 
been detained on Ellis Island 
most of the time since her arrival 
in October 1948. 

Feingold’s letter today re- 
quested renewal of her parole to 
himself and his law partner, 
Aloysius C. Falussy. Her hus- 
band, Kurt W. Knauff, is a civil- 
ian employe of army occupation 
forces in Germany. 

“You must concede, as a law- 
yer,” Feingold told McGrath, 
“that arguable issues have been 
presented as to these grounds (of 
Mrs. Knauff’s detention) as shown 
by the testimony adduced by the 
Immigration Service before the 
board of special inquiry.” 

Witnesses at the hearing gave 
testimony indicating that Mrs. 
Knauff passed information to 
Communist Czech agents when 
she was employed in Germany 
by the American military govern- 
ment. Mrs. Knauff denied this. 

Feingold pointed out that Mc- 
Grath had paroled Mrs. Knauff 
previously apparently under the 
conviction “that the danger to our 
country resulting from such free- 
dom was non-exsitent.”

“Even after the trial wag over 
and my husband disappeared from 
the face of the earth and we had 
not a single word for more 
a year to tell us whether he was 
alive or dead, still I did not let 
the tears come. But now the time 
is here. When my husband is 
well and released from the hos- 
pital, I will cry all the tears 
that welled up in me during all 
those long months. And when I 
have had a good cry, I will feel 
better.”

O far, Robert Vogeler, suffer- 

ing from malnutrition, and 

chronic exhaustion, has given 
few details of the tortured months 
he spent as a prisoner of the 
Communists.

HEN I was a kid we used to

Next she started a systematic se- 
ries of calls to her husband’s of- 
fice in Budapest, to the American 
delegation, to the Swiss, French, 
and British ministries and to the 
London office of the International

“I put a gun in my pocket,”

leased. In the house I carried it 
in my apron pocket. When I had 
to go out I carried it in the 
pocket of my coat. I was taking 
no chances that something might 
happen to my two little boys.” 

¢, Frantically Mrs. Vogeler 
launched her efforts to have pres- 
sure brought about to secure her 
husband’s release. She cabled 
President Truman. The Commun- 
ists promptly circulated the story 
in Hungarian newspapers that 
there had been a mesalliance be- 
tween the President and Mrs. 
Vogeler and asked how any one 
in his right mind could believe 
that a woman; unless she held 
secret influence, could communi- 
cate directly with the President of 
the United States. 

Then came the trial and over 
the radio she heard her husband 
read a statement in a flat, life- 
less voice. 


“And when I heard him ask 
the courts for clemency, I knew 
what he had been through,” Mrs. 
Vogeler says. “So proud, so sure 
of himself, I wondered what they 
had done to Bob to make him 
humble himself. Because you see 
I knew he wasn’t guilty. Twice, 
before he was seized by the Com- 
munists, he had taken me and 
the boys to Budapest for visits. 
He would never have risked our 
safety by taking us there if he 
had been a spy.” 

Hearing her husband on the ra- 
dio “confess” to the crimes 
charged to him by the Commu- 
nists was a relief to Mrs. Vogeler. 


At least he was alive and not a. 


victim of an “auto accident”, a 
favorite Communist - method of 
disposing of “spies.” And now she 
assured herself and the children, 
he would soon be home. The 
Communists had saved face. The 
Vogeler “confession” had given 
them the excuse to nationalize the 
Hungarian telephone system and 
other foreign industries. There 
was nothing to be gained by hold- 
ing Vogeler in prison. 

But on February 20, Vogeler 
was sentenced by Presiding Judge 
of the Hungarian People’s Court 
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released,” she says. “And he is 
getting better because he is be- 
ginning to ask for things. He was 
always so fastidious—even about 
little things like having his gar- 
ters match his suspenders. The 
other day he even cracked a little 

. He said, ‘You remember

even have any socks.’ It is a good 
sign.

Following is the eleventh in- 
stallment from the beok, “Kon- 
Tiki,” a dramatic account of ‘an 
actual journey across the Pacific 
on a balsa wood raft. 


O get hold of a shark by the 

tail we first had to give, it a 

real tidbit. It was ready to 
stick its head high out of the 
water to get it. 

Usually it had its food served 
dangling in a bag. For, if one has 
fed a shark dire 
once, it is no longer amusing. If 
one feeds dogs or tame bears by 
hand, they set their teeth into the 
meat and tear and worry it till 


they get a bit off or wntil they. 


get the rey piece for them- 
selves. But, if one holds out a 
large dolphin at a safe distance 
from the shark’s head, the shark 
comes up and smacks his jaws to- 
gether, and, without one’s having 
felt the slightest tug, half the 
dolphin is suddenly gone and one 
is left sitting with a tail in one’s 
hand. 

We on the Kon-Tiki had found 
it a hard job to cut the dolphin 
in two with knives, but in a frac- 
tion of a second the shark, mov- 


. ing its triangular saw teeth 


quickly sideways, had chopped off 
the backbone and everything else 
like a sausage machine. 


When the shark .turned quietly 
to go under again, its tail flick- 
ered up above the surface and 
Was easy to grasp. The’ shark’s 
skin was just like sandpaper to 
hold on to, and inside the upper 
point of its tail there was an in- 
dentation which might have been 
made solely to allow of a good 
grip. If we once got a firm grasp 
there, there was no chance of our 
grip’s not holding.

HEN we had to give a jerk, be- 

fore the shark could collect it- 

self, and get as much as possi- 
ble of the tail pulled in tight over 
the logs. For a second or two the 
shark realized nothing, but then 
it began to wriggle and struggle 
in a spiritless manner with the 
fore part of its body, for without 
the help of its tail a shark can- 
not get up any speed. The other 
firs are only apparatus for bal- 
ancing and steering. 

After a few desperate jerks, 
during which we had to keep a 
tight hold of the tail, the sur- 
prised shark became quite crest- 
fallen and apathetic, and, as the 
loose stomach began to sink down 
toward the head, the shark at last 
became completely paralyzed. 

When the shark had become

quiet ‘and, as it were, hung stiff 
awaiting developments, it was

‘our might. We seldom got more 
than half the heavy fish up out 
of the water; then the shark too 
woke up and: did the rest fself. 
With violent jerks it swung its 
head round and up onto the logs, 
and then we had to tug with all 
our might and jump well out of 
the way, and that pretty quickly, 
if we wanted to save our legs.. . - 

For now the shark was in no 


‘in great leaps, it thrashed at the 

boo @all, using its tail as a 
sledge hammer. Now it no longer 
spared its iron muscles. The huge 
jaws were opened wide, and the 
rows. of teeth bit and snapped in 
the air for anything they could 
reach, 

It might nappen that the war 
dance ended in the shark’s more 
or less involuntarily tumbling 
overboard and disappearing for 
good after its shameful humilia- 
tion, but most often the shark 
flung itself about at random on 
the logs aft, till we got a running 
noose round the root of its tail 
or till it had ceased to gnash its 
devilish teeth forever. 


The parrot was quite thrilled 
when we had a shark on deck. It 
came scurrying out of the bamboo 
cabin and climbed up the wall at 
frantic speed till it found itself a 
good, safe lookout post on the 
palm-leaf roof, and there it sat 
shaking its head or fluttered to 
and fro along the ridge, shrieking 
with excitement. It had at an 
early date become an excellent 
sailor and was always bubbling 
over with humor and laughter. We 
reckoned ourselves as seven on 
board—six of us and the green 
parrot. 

At night the parrot crept into 
its cage under the roof of the 
bamboo cabin, but in the daytime 
it strutted about the deck or hung 
on to guy ropes and stays and did 
the most fascinating acrobatic ex- 
ercises. 


At the start of the voyage we 
had turnbuckles on the stays of 
the mast but they wore the ropes, 
so we replaced them by ordinary 
running knots.
